Tried that, no joy. I followed sound advice and hit some components with 
freezy stuff. Narrowed the problem down to either an 8 ohm carbon parasitic 
suppressor or a 50 pf mica that links the oscillator with the mixer. There 
were so close together I couldn't tell which was which. I have now 
dissected the rascal (took about two hours to get it apart) and a quick 
check of the resistor looks OK, the mica cap looks very suspicious on my 
Heath cap checker. Leaky at 25 v. But now it's apart, I'll replace both. 
Shoot, I'll replace anything I can find while I'm down in this ditch. Never 
want to go here again.

In servicing Collins radios, I have found - not often, I might add - 
that the tension at the tube socket clips need to be pulled together 
using a pin to grab one side of the metal clips. Cleaning the socket is 
not necessarily the answer in every case.
